THE Cincinnati Democratic platform 


says the "fraud" howl "is an issue that 
precedes »nd dwarfs every other"; but 
Sot a word is said ia the platform in 
denunciation of the authors of the Elec- 
toral Commission. 
That scheme for 


counting the Electoral votes was invent- 
ed by the Democrats of the House and 
Senate, and was enacted against the pro- 
test of Senator Morton and many of the 
leading Republican 
members. 
The 


Commission was constituted exactly as 
the Democrats intended it should be 
with one exception, and the Republi- 
cans are not responsible for that excep- 
tion. The Democratic managers in- 
tended that the Commission should be 
composed of seven Democrats and seven 
Republicans and Judge David Davis. 
But the Democrats and Greenbackers 
of the Illinois Legislature, combining, 
elected him United States 
Senator, 


which nomination he accepted, and re- 
signed his seat on the Supreme Bench. 
This threw the odd man to the Repub- 
licans and the arbitrators decided in fa- 
vor of Hayes mstead of Tilden. 
But 


there was no more "fraud" in this than 
if they had declared lor Tilden. If the 
Democrats had not elected Davis Sena- 
tor from Illinois he might also have de- 
cided for Hayes ; no one knows to the 
contrary. 
While he was not & Repub- 


lican, he was not a Democrat, 
He had 


been a Republican for many years, but 
he had never been a Democrat. 
He 


was originally a Whig, and the Whigs 
were National-sovereignty men, and no 
State-supremacj advocates. 
The mat- 


ters to be determined by the Electoral 
Commission involved some of the fun- 
damental questions at issue between the 
National arid State-sovereignty advo- 
cates, and it is therefore quite doubtful, 
to say .the 
least, how Judge Davis 


would have voted on the conflicting 
claims. 
However 
this may be, the 


Democrati« platform contains nothing 
oensurinjj tlic authors of the Electoral 
Commission scheme, arid nothing against 
the scheme itself. Its denunciation of 
the decision 
is wholly illogical, and 


puerile in the extreme. 
The platform 


should have said nothing on the subject 
of the "count" after the throwing over- 
board of Tilden and 
Hcndricks, or 


should have denounced the Democrats 
of Congress who invented and passed 
the Electoral Commission method of 
counting the votes for President.— 
Clu'cago Tribune.

salary grabbers. 
They made Salary- 


grabber Marshall president of their 
state convention, and nominated Salary- 
grabber Trumbull for governor. 


Col. B. P. Marsh, congressman from 


the tenth district, was an ox-driver 
when a boy. 
He became a school 


teacher, then a colonel in the army, and 
finally a congressman. He will be re- 
elected next November. 


No other candidate ever occupied the 


same relations to the public that Gen. 
Garfield does at present. He is a mem- 
ber of the house, is senator elect, and 
candidate for president of tie United 
States.

HANNIBAL, Mo., July 1.—It was 


hoped the waters had done their worst 
in the bottom opposite here, but con- 
trary to expectation, the river rose two 
inches to-day. It is stationary above, 
however, and a decline is looked for at 
once. There were no new breaks in the 
levee, and the weak place at the east 
end of the bridge has been strengthened 
and is now considered safe. Dispatches 
state that most of the land in the vicin- 
ity of the crevass is still above water. 
A considerable portion of wheat will be 
secured undamaged. 
The reports of 


loss of life and sweeping away of houses 
are untrue. The Clipper-Herald this 
afternoon says: The treat in the levee 
below here proved very destructive, the 
damage amounting to several hundred 
thousand dollars. It is estimated that 
one sixth of the crops on the bottom are 
a total loss. Those operating farms on 
what are known as the lowlands—those 
which would be subjected to overflow 
every year but for the levee—have lost 
all their orops and considerable fencing. 
Little or no live stock has been drowned' 
the owners having driven it to places of 
safety before the levee broke. 
The 


damages in the vicinity of the crevasse 
and along the line of the current of 
water flowing down the button are al- 
most equal to those on the old Waller 
farm, which contains 1,040 acres, and 
which was purchased a few months ago 
by W. Pettibone and A. S. Settles of 
this city. This farm was worked by 
tenants. The loss is about as follows 
Amos Slant, 3,000 bushels of wheat, 80 
acres of corn; Settles and Pettibanes, 
interests in crops, 3,000 bushels of 
wheat, 250 acres of corn; Tom Newton, 
80 acres of corn; Mr. Webster, 55 acres 
of wheat and 60 acres of corn; Mr. 
Burns, 200 acres of corn. There are a 
little over a hundred thousand acres 
protected by the Sny levee, instead of a 
quarter of a million, as stated jast 
night. 


PEORIA, III., July 1.—The United 


States internal revenue collections in 
this district during the month of June 
were 4798,341.26.
